For instance, "stomatitis" does not mean in 


fiammation of the stomach, nor even simple stomach- 
ache. The word is from the Greek, meaning inflamma- 
tion of the mouth. 
It is a painful and decidedly uncomfortable thing 


to have a sore month. If the teeth, g^ms, tongue a.nd 
insides of the cheeks are sore and raw, it is impossible 
to eat or even to talk without pain. 


There are various forms and types of stomatitis.

It Is about 
as sensible to say that a child least 
governed is best governed or that a 
family least fed is best fed. 


Schools cost more to run and will 


continue to cost more so long as we 
persist in our policy of gradually un- 
loading onto the teachers the tasks 
custom and wisdom of the past placed 
upon parents. 
They will also cost 


more because the price of the services 
of teachers will rise under a system 
that is intended to'bar from teaching 
all who are not technically trained.

Several candidates for senator, we
